American seamen were killed in an 
explosion in a r.'in turret on tile 
cruiser USS 
S r * Paul off Korea 
Monday.

announcing 
that Friday, called it the worst n a ­ 
val disaster of the Korean war. 
The Navy said a "gun powder 
fire of undetermined origin" set 
off the explosion in an eight-inch 
forward turret. 


The Navy reported one Ohioan 
am ong the 30 men killed in the ex 
plosion. He w as Paul Howard June. 
a seam an, of Cincinnati 
The St. Paul was firing on Com 
munist positions on the Korean east 
coast. It continued firing after the 
blast and still is in Korean water* 
Communist shore guns were not 
firing at the American ship 
The blast rocked the heavy cruis 
cr. All 30 victims were killed, the 
Navy said, most by 
asphyxiation 
due to burning gases. There were 
no injuries All victims were in the 
turret.

THE MO RST previous naval dis­ 
aster of this war was June 21 when 
the U, S. Destroyer Walke hit a 
mine off Wonsan. Twenty-six were 
killed and 40 wounded. 
The St. Paul was firing on a Red 
rea r stronghold at Kojo. about m id­ 
way between the battle line and the 
be>ieged Red port of Wonsan. She 
had fired 86 rounds from her eight 
inch guns and 47 rounds from her 
five inch batteries when the explos 
ion occurred 
The Navy said the St. Paul had 
opened up her guns on Kojo after 
bombarding Red front lines for 24 
hours with the Destroyer Brinkley 
The cruiser has a 
battery 
of 
nine eight inch guns in three lur 
ret* and a secondary battery of 
12 five inch dual purpose guns in 
pairs.

—Circleville. T hat is w here 
o u r 
hero. Theodore Leopold F ried m an 
(he is now called Ted Lewis 
for 
s h o r t ) first met his parents. The 
courthouse burned down an 
hour 
after Ted s birth was registered, 
showing the kid s record was even 
hot in those days! Circleville is a 
tov\n w here th ere's nothing 
doing 
every minute. I f s a unique town. 
Unique is a word derived f r o m 
two Latin words, Unug 
m eaning 
one and Equs m eaning horse. Cir­ 
cleville is certainly a unique town. 
Ted was delivered by a midwife 
who was m arried to the tow n’s un­ 
d ertak er, so you see they had you 
com ing and going. 
The first few y ears of his life he 
w asted growing up. He then went to 
public school and high school. He 
took up general studies and q u i t 
without becom ing a general He did 
play in the school band when he 
was nine y e a rs old Those w ere the 
B P days (Before PetriUo). He also 
m anaged to learn the answ ers to a 
million questions that not even 
a 
Quiz P ro g ram would a^k. 
so 
he 
quit school 
He was taking music 
lessons, he had no fling for m u ­ 
sic, no ea r, no tempo, but he cam e 
on tim e for his lessons. He m ade 
enough m oney selling Police G az­ 
ettes to m ake a sound investm ent— 
he bought a clarinet. The clarinet 
only cost him two installm ents and 
a change of address. It was about 
this tim e he walked into the house 
and said, ‘‘I ’m not a kid anym ore, 
I just fell down a m a n h o le'” At IS 
he was doing as well as could be 
expected as nobody expected an y ­ 
thing from him, He went to 
the 
Bliss Business College and learned 
typing and s t e n o g r aphy, H e 
couldn’t get a job as it would look 
funny for a boss to be caught with 
a m an on his lap. 
The next item on his life chart 
shows his father finding him 
at 
(Bentang}* P ark at Columbus play­ 
ing with the band He was brought 
home hut couldn’t be kept there, 
because he packed his brag 
and 
baggage and went back to C olum ­ 
bus to work in G oldsm ith’s Music 
Store 
d em onstrating 
all 
instru­ 
m ents. The custom ers didn’t know 
how they should sound either. At 17 
hi* decided to go into show business. 
Did an act with his brother. The 
act was billed Ted and Ed, the Mu­ 
sical Twins They played for Gus 
Sun. They w eren ’t twins and they 
w eren't m usical so the Sun stopped 
shining. Ted then met up with two 
rathskeller 
en tertain ers 
nam ed 
Hose and Young and a trio 
was 
born. This tim e the midwife 
had 
nothing to do with it. They got an 
opening 
at 
H am rnerstein’s. 
That 
was 1911. The act was known 
as 
Rose, 
Young 
A 
F riedm an. 
The 
agents saw th em at a d isadvantage 
—the curtain was up. They broke 
up and Ted now put his heart and 
soul in his playing. He put e v e ry ­ 


thing in it but music. He then join­ 
ed a guy nam ed Lewis. There was 
no room on the m arquees (rn fact 
there w ere no m arquees w h e r e 
they played) for the N am e of Lewis 
&. F riedm an, So Ted took the clos­ 
est nam e that sounded like Theo­ 
dore Leopold F ried m an and called 
him self Ted Lewis, The act was a 
great success—they outran e ver y 
audience. 
A Trio Is Born 
By now it was 1915 and Ted had 
a tarnished silver tenor voice. He 
joined two fellows and called 
the 
act Duffy, G eisler and Lewis. They 
signed 
with 
Charlie 
Robinson’s 
‘‘P arisian 
F lirts,” 
a 
burlesque 
show. One of the gals in the show, 
a toe d an cer by the nam e of Adah 
Baker, ended her stage ca reer by 
m arrin g Ted, but Ted kept her on 
her toes for 31 years. She has been 
a loyal, grand and wonderful wife 
and helpm ate to Ted and he has 
been a good husband to her day 
in and night out! 


In 1916 Ted got a sm all musical 
aggravation together billed as Ted 
I^ewis and His Nut Band, playing 
Coney Island. That fall, Lewis p lay ­ 
ed with Bessie Clayton at the P a l­ 
ace. E. F. Albee thought he was 
too peppy for the act as Ted used 
to sway from side to side, and he 
was fired. Not m any years 
later 
E. F. Albee paid him 
plenty 
of 
dough to play his P alace as a h ead ­ 
liner. In 1919 Ted had a five piece 
band, but they soon learned to play 
another piece, and they joined the 
‘‘G reenw ich Village Follies.” With 
this show he stayed for four years, 
doubling with vaudeville and night 
clubs. Domino Room ( o w n e d by 
Jo an Saw yer), R ector’* (2 years), 
and the Bal T abarin until Prohibi­ 
tion closed it up. On the road he 
played the Edelweis 
G ardens 
in 
Chicago; the P alace Hotel in F ris­ 
co; Alexandria Hotel, Los Angeles: 
and in New York the Ziegfeld Roof j 
and Little Club. 
In 1923 he decided to become a 
producer and “ The Ted Lewis Frol- j 
ic*” was born. The show didn't last 
long. Ted and the actors ran out of 
m akeup in five weeks. It was a fast 
moving show, 
but 
the 
audience 
moved faster. Opening night t h e 
loby w as packed 
It was raining. 
Ted went on and held the audience 
in the palm of his hand, w h i c h 
gives you an idea how many people 
w ere in the house. Business was so 
bad they w ere selling loose c ig a r­ 
ettes in the lobby. One critic said 
Ted was going 
places; 
he 
even 
nam ed one of them ! 
Lewis 
lost 
$150,000 of his own dough and paid 
it all up. He closed his show on a 
S aturday and joined the “ Passing 
Show” on the following T hursday, 
While in this show he doubled at 
the Sherm an House and Marigold 
G ardens in Chicago. He then toured 
presentation (nee v a u d e v i l l e ) 
houses, then opened at 
the 
Ritz- 
Carlton, 
Atlantic 
City. 
He 
then 
went to the Parody Club 
u n t i l 
Spring 1925. That sa m e y ear 
he 
went to London, opened at the Kit 
Hat Club, also played the Hippo­ 
drom e there, and then went to Os- 
tend, Belgium , and Les A m bassa- 
deurs in P aris. When he went to 


lo n d o n he brought a lot of 
polo 
shirts with him, but when he saw 
how form al everything was there 
he had Adah sew tails on them. 


Rack on Broadway 


He cam e back to the U.S. and 
the Parody Club, now redecorated 
—no m ore sawdust on the floor t< 
break your fall. 1926 saw Ted co­ 
sta rre d with 
Sophie 
Tucker 
and 
L ester 
Allen 
in 
“ L eM aire's 
Af 
fairs.” It was 20 years later to the 
day that he opened at the Latin 
Q uarter in N Y and met the sam e 
w ardrobe lady that was 
in* ‘ Le 
M aire's A ffairs.” Some say even 
with the sa m e w ardrobe! Ile then 
went on the Orpheum Circuit with a 
novelty band, m eaning they played 
a tune the w ay 
it 
was 
written. 
which m ade them a novelty They 
played for records and som etim es 
for money. 


lt\ 1929 he m ade his first W arner 
Bros, 
picture, 
“ Is 
Everybody 
H ap p y ?” (Zanuck wrote it); also 
“ Show of Shows.” He played night 
clubs between pictures which gave 
him a lot of tim e to double. In 1930 
Adah becam e very ill after a trip 
abroad and they cam e home and 
Ted decided to retire. After laying 
off five months he couldn't stand 
it and opened at the Oriental th e­ 
atre, Chicago. 
He went to the Hollywood 
res 
tau ran t 
on 
B roadw ay 
for 
four 
weeks and stayed 16. In 1935 went 
back to pix m aking “ Here Comes 
the B and.” They wrote the picture 
around h im —never touched h i rn 
once. It was a case of eight reels 
in search of an audience. In 1939 
cam e a pie with Abbott & Costello 
and the Andrews Sisters, 
and 
in 
1940 Colum bia rem ad e “ Is E v ery ­ 
body H ap p y ?” , but didn’t rem ake 
Ted Lewis. In 1945 he m ade a cou­ 
ple of m ore pix, ‘‘M anhattan M er­

Ghost.” When Ted saw these he got

1944 
45-46 saw hun in m any night spots 
and theatres and now he is at the 
Latin Q uarter, N.Y., and packing 
’em in so tight one must m ake an 
appointm ent for breathing. 


H e’s a little guy, hut could be 
six feet if his legs w ere straighten­ 
ed out.

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W O R M ) SLOW TO L E A R N 
HISTORY REPEATS on occasion, b u t 
few lessons are learned from it, even 
through repetition. Hitler, a moronic rab­ 
ble-rouser, threw the world into permanent 
disorder by adopting tactics which h a d 
been used many times, and will continue 
to be employed until the end of time. 
His country was suffering from a depres­ 
sion which followed World War I, so Hitler 
put everybody to work in w ar industry, and 
a synthetic prosperity followed. The Ger­ 
man people hailed Hitler as a great leader, 
because now they could eat. 
Unfortunately for the future of the world, 
German industry was devoted to building 
munitions of war. making possible the con­ 
flict which followed and the destruction of 
Germany. 


Moscow is following in Hitler’s footsteps. 
Squandering for potential destruction can 
only bring chaos and death. Russia will go 
the way of Hitler’s Germany. 
The United States, offered no alternative, 
is forced to a rm and fight against those 
who threaten the peace of the world. All 
these billions could be used much more ef­ 
fectively to banish hunger and misery in 
the world. 


But civilization is endangered because a 
few men in the Kremlin ignore the simple 
teachings of Him who cam e to bring peace. 
As long as there is one barbaric, war-mind­ 
ed nation in the world, with the resources 
to implement its will, other nations will be 
forced to prepare to thwart its evil designs. 


R E A D Y F O R S U B M A R IN E S 
IN CASE OF WAR, it is presumed Rus­ 
sian submarines will make plenty of trou­ 
ble in the sea lanes. But it is also true that 
huge gains have been made in detecting 
submarines and in sinking them when they 
have been discovered. 


Vice Admiral Oscar C. Badger reports 
progress in ability to detect submarines, 
including the silent “snorkel.” And the de­ 
structive power that can be u n l o o s e d 
against them would make the effectiveness 
oi such craft short-lived. 


Among destructive devices are rapid- 
sinking depth charges, rockets fired in a 
pattern that covers a wide expanse of sea, 
bombs and shells and torpedoes that move 
in a spiral pattern seeking the t a r g e t . 
Atomic depth charges, bombs and torpe­ 
does complete the list. 


The center of the debate in the Presi­ 
dential campaign is the foreign policy. The 
ambition of the internationalists is so to 
arrange the affairs of both parties that no 
discussion of foreign policy occurs. T h e 
same forces which created the fiction of a 
bipartisan foreign policy in 1944 and 1948 
are now active in both parties to nominate 
candidates who will be silent on this one 
subject. 
This group consists of two principal fac­ 
tors, namely, Wall Street banking houses 
with vast international connections a n d 
their business affiliates; and a number of 
newspaper and magazine publishers who 
were associated with the Wendell Willkie 
campaign in 1940. 
It would seem that the general objective 
of this political operation is to have a can­ 
didate who will support the policy that has 
been pursued by this country since 1938, 
when Roosevelt shifted from apparent neu­ 
trality to active partisanship. The tone of 
the current attitude was best expressed by 
Averell H arrim an on an “America's Town 
Meeting” discussion when he said: 
“Just a minute. We've made lots of mis­ 
takes and I’m sure you’ve made lots of 
mistakes. But what we’re talking about is 
what we learned from the mistakes, and 
where we’re going for the future. . . 
“ Let's talk about the future, not about 
the past. . 


In a word, these people want no exam ­ 
ination of their costly errors. Their attitude 
is that no m atter what a mistake costs in 
wealth and human life, no one is respon­ 
sible for it; the citizen who pays in sons 
and taxes m ust be silent. Mr. 
Harrim an 
has been present at most of the confer­ 
ences under both Roosevelt and Trum an 
which brought upon us our misfortunes, but 
he does not feel responsible. He got experi­ 
ence. 


What we really need to do is to resolve 
that every man associated with the errors 
which began at Teheran should be elim­ 
inated from public life. The curious thing 
about it is that the Europeans hardly take 
seriously the consequences of our errors. ' 
The following paragraph from the British 
“The Contemporary Review” is typical of 
the European reaction to our problems: 
“ It is understandable that the United 
States should feel in a more militant and 
crusading mood towards Communism than 
the rest of the Anglo-Saxon world a n d 
Europe. The latter is more disposed to 
fight Communism by other methods than 
open war if this is at all possible. No doubt 
this is still the view of the majority in the 
United States. But the United States is still 
a country where New England preachers 
can get up moral crusades, where the spir­ 
it of the early Mayflower settlers and of the 
Scottish Covenanters can exercise a pow­ 
erful influence on public opinion. The his­ 
tory of the United States is full of this sort 
of phenomenon—Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
famous anti-slavery novel, the Abolition­ 
ists, and the campaign against Brigham 
, Young and the Mormons. There is an un­ 
dercurrent of a Messianic idea here to car­ 
ry the fiery cross over the world against 
Communism.

U.S. Learns 
To Tolerate 
Atom Bomb 


Bs HAL BOYLE 
N E W YORK— J*—America has 
learned to live with the atom e x ­ 
plosion in Nevada. 
There w as a mixed reaction to 
the A-bomb's video debut. Taken 
purely in te rm s of sound, many 
viewers found it less awe-inspir­ 
ing than the vocal cords of Mil­ 
ton Berle. 
“ It looks like a closeup of J i m ­ 
my D u ran te,” one spectator c o m ­ 
mented. Others felt it still had a 
long w ay to go before it would 
seriously rival Arthur 
Godfrey. 
And some, 
who 
dialed in 
the 
demonstration late, mistook the 
gigantic smoke puff for a new 
kind of cigaret ad. 
But the m ere fact that millions 


of housewives could sit in their 
living loom s and calm ly w atch 
an atom bomb burst shows hpw 
much the public has lost its fear 
of this frightful weapon. 
Even five years ago a show of 
this kind might have stirred up a 
storm of protest. People had an 
unreasoning panic about the at­ 
om bomb then Many parents ob­ 
jected to radio discussions of it, 
saying it created hysteria in their 
children. 
At that time the bomb was ac­ 
tively feared 
as an instrument 
that could and might well be e x ­ 
pected to wipe out civilization. It 
would he interesting to know how' 
many 
families 
bought 
remote 
mountain hideaways, or secretly 
stored food 
caches 
in 
caverns 
against the possibility of the out­ 
break of a disastrous worldwide 
atom war. 
But recently, despite the a n ­ 
nouncement of three atomic ex ­ 
plosions in Soviet Russia, the n a ­ 
tional dread of atomic 
conflict 
has died down. 
One reason is that five years 
ago it was accepted as a certain ­ 


ty that a new w ar would be h e r ­ 
alded by a rain of atom bombs. 
But fighting has gone on for 22 
months in Korea without the e m ­ 
ployment 
of these 
devastating 
bombs by either side. 
Hope 
is 
growing that they never m ay be 
used again in angor. 


Another reason for 
the 
more 
sensible approach to the problem 
of the atom bomb is the fact that 
the population has 
become 
a d ­ 
justed to an atm osphere of pro­ 
longed crisis. You can t remain 
tense forever. People who live on 
the edge of a precipice gradually 
get accustomed to it. Potential 
danger is always frightening at 
first. But after a time it merely 
becomes an annoying bore. 


Children no longer have night­ 
mares over 
whether 
an 
atom 
bomb will fall. They have been 
taught in school what to do; it s 
just another kind of fire drill to 
them. But they are better p r e ­ 
pared for such a disaster than 
their parents. Most grownups still 
haven’t taken the trouble to learn 
what precautions to follow1. They 


are simply tired of the whole sub­ 


ject. 


Getting killed by an atom bom b 
is more and m ore acceptible as a 


possibility in the s a m e category 
as being hit by lightning or get­ 
ting kicked to death by a horse. 
It might happen, but meanwhile

High Yields Due 
To M u ch Careful 
W ork In Fields 


A high corn yield usually means 
more economical production than a 
medium or low yield. 
High yields are not a happen- 
so.

Mother Nature is a most im port­ 
ant factor that man can do little 
about except do his sharp of co­ 
operation.

WORK THE SOIL just enough to 
have enough fine particles at two 
to three inch depth for seed geum 
nation. Over-prepared 
seed beds 
are too common; leave the surface 
a bit rough, the

too early encourages dam age from

worms,

One acre inch of w ater weighs IOO j 
tons. During the growing season in 1 
Pickaway County about 12 acre in-1 
ches of rain falls. Twenty per cent 
of this 
water never enters the 
ground on our average land and 
twenty-five per cent of the rainfall 
is lost by evaporation and never 
gets to be used by the plants. 
This leaves 6.5 acre inches of 
water (which will only produce 43 
bushels of corn) falling on the corn 
crop that is used by it. 
Soil managed properly acts as a 
sponge and gives up the other 8.5 
acre inches of water necessary for 
a IOO bushel corn crop. 
Soil high in organic m atter with 
a rough seed bed surface is the 
sponge like soil capable of catch 
ing and holding high amounts of 
water. Plenty of sod crops, soil 
and w ater conservation and good 
cultural practices are primary aids 
in setting up the most valuable 
bank (the soil 
bank) the farm er 
and his urban friends will ever 
have.
